Dorothy Schwimmer Luciano, humble and compassionate servant, careful planner and tireless laborer, 


faithful believer in God’s promise 


The candidate will be presented by Joseph Nicholas Palmieri, 


Professor of Physics and Director of Computing 


Dorothy Schwimmer Luciano received the B.Sc. degree from 
Tufts University in 1959 and the Ph.D. degree in physiology 
from The University of Michigan in 1967. She is coauthor of 
two books, Human Physiology: The Mechanisms of Body 
Function (1990) and Human Anatomy and Physiology: 
Structure and Function (1983), and is working on another 
book, “Alcohol: The Inside Story,”’ which will describe, in 
layman’s terms, the physiological effects of alcohol on the 
body. Among her volunteer activities is the Oberlin hot-meals 
program, which provides free weekday dinners for commu- 
nity members; she points out that Oberlin College students 
are always among the volunteer workers. She has been on the 
program’s board of directors since 1984 and has been presi- 
dent since 1985. She is also a member of the Oberlin Retire- 
ment Community Board, which has overseen the 
organization of the Kendal retirement community. She and 


her husband, Joseph Luciano, who is an Oberlin Clinic pedi- 
atrician and heads the Allen Memorial Hospital’s alcohol and 
drug CARE unit, will move into the community when he 
qualifies at age 65—“‘in the year 2000,” she notes. She has 
been involved in many charitable activities at the Sacred 
Heart Church in Elyria and the St. Joseph Christian Life 
Center in Cleveland. She was a member of the board of the 
Oberlin Public Library from 1979 to 1986, serving as presi- 
dent from 1982 to 1986, and belonged to the 19th-Century 
Club from 1975 to 1986. Luciano serves on the College’s insti- 
tutional animal care and use committee. She and her husband 
are community associates at the north campus dining facility 
(each module has two such associates). The Lucianos have 
three grown daughters, all of whom went through the Oberlin 
public school system.

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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


LAWRENCE WILLIAM FUNKHOUSER, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Lawrence William Funkhouser received the B.A. degree with a major in geol- 
ogy from Oberlin College in 1943. At Oberlin Funkhouser was elected to mem- 
bership in Phi Beta Kappa and Sigma Xi. After serving in the Air Force during 
World War II, he attended Stanford University, receiving the M.S. degree in 
geology in 1948. Funkhouser worked for the Chevron Corporation for 38 
years. He joined Chevron—then called Standard Oil Company of California— 
in 1948, beginning as a geologist in New Orleans and eventually becoming vice 
president for exploration, first for the company’s Texas subsidiary, then for the 
company’s West Coast subsidiary, and finally for the entire corporation. He 
was elected a company director in 1973, and in 1976 he became vice president 
for exploration and production, remaining in that post until his retirement a 
decade later. Last year Funkhouser cofounded Energy Exploration Manage- 
ment Company, an independent exploration group of which he is director and 


BRONISLAW GEREMEK, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Bronislaw Geremek was born in Warsaw, Poland in 1932 and graduated from 
Warsaw University in 1954. He has been a principal advisor to Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa since the Gdansk strike of 1980. He was jailed for a year 
after the imposition of military rule in 1981 and again for three months in 
1983. Last year he was one of three candidates for prime minister proposed by 
Solidarity to the military government, and he is now Solidarity’s parliamentary 
floor leader. Geremek is also a scholar—a specialist in the social history of 
medieval France. He was a lecturer at the Sorbonne from 1960 to 1965 and 
served as director of the Polish Cultural Institute in Paris. He also has been a 


ERIC THOMAS NORD, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Born in Amherst and a long-time resident of Oberlin, Eric Thomas Nord re- 
ceived the B.S. degree in mechanical engineering from Case Institute of Tech- 
nology in Cleveland in 1939. He was an Oberlin trustee from 1977 to 1989, 
serving as a member of many committees, and is now an honorary trustee. In 
1974 he and his brother Evan Nord received the college’s award for distin- 
guished service to the community. From 1940 to 1954 Nord worked for the U.S. 
Automatic Corporation in Amherst, controlled by his family. In 1954 he 
founded Nordson Corporation as a subsidiary of U.S. Automatic; in 1966 the 
entire operation was merged under the Nordson name. Nord served as presi- 
dent until 1974, when he was elected chairman of the board and chief executive 
officer; he gave up the latter post in 1982, when he turned 65. During his 30 
years at Nordson, Nord was granted more than 25 patents for inventions re- 
lated to designing, engineering, and manufacturing industrial equipment for 
the application of coating materials and molten adhesives. Active in the com- 
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vice president. Funkhouser has been active in a number of professional and 
industrial societies and associations. He served as president of the American 
Association of Petroleum Geologists in 1987-88 and is a member of the associ- 
ation’s advisory board and a trustee of its foundation. One of the issues he 
addressed as president was the decline of enrollment in the earth sciences in 
U.S. colleges and universities. He is a member of the All-American Wildcat- 
ters, an oil-industry organization. He belongs to the Society of Exploration 
Geophysicists and has served as chair of Stanford University’s earth sciences 
advisory board. He has been a member of the American Petroleum Institute 
and is a past chair of the institute’s committee on exploration. He has served on 
the National Research Council’s board on mineral and energy resources and is 
a member of the council’s commission on physical sciences, mathematics, and 
resources. He is married to Jean Cooper Funkhouser 43. 


fellow at the Woodrow Wilson International Center in Washington, D.C. Gere- 
mek resigned from the Communist Party in 1968 to protest the Warsaw Pact 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. He was a member of the Polish Academy of Sci- 
ences for 30 years, eventually serving as director of its medieval history section, 
but was dismissed from that post in 1985 because of his political activities. 
According to an anecdote related by Anthony Lewis in the New York Times, a 
book by Geremek on medieval France was banned from publication in Poland 
because the authorities objected to a single word in it. The word? ““Geremek.” 


munity, Nord served on the Oberlin City Council for four years, two as acting 
chair. He served two two-year terms on the school board, one as chair, and was 
a member of the board of directors for the Lorain County Joint Vocational 
School. He has served as a director of the Lorain County United Community 
Services and has been on the board of the Allen Memorial Hospital and the 
Federation for Human Services in Lorain County.

The Nord Faculty Fellowships were especially designed, said Nord at 
that time, to “strengthen the College’s ability to recruit women and members of 
minority groups into the faculty ranks.” 


TRINH T. MINH-HA, DOCTOR OF FINE ARTS 


Born in Vietnam, Trinh T. Minh-ha came to the U.S. in 1970. She received the 
B.A. degree from Wilmington College in 1972 and three postgraduate degrees 
from the University of Illinois: the M.A. degree in French literature (1973), the 
M.Mus. (1976), and the Ph.D. in modern literature (1977). Trinh, an associate 
professor of cinema at San Francisco State University, is a filmmaker, writer, 
and composer. Her films have been shown widely in the U.S. and in Canada, 
Europe, Africa, the Middle East, and the Far East. Her latest work, Surname 
Viet Given Name Nam (1989), examines issues of identity and culture through 
the struggles of Vietnamese women. It won the blue ribbon at the American 
Film Festival, the film-as-art award from the San Francisco Museum of Mod- 
ern Art’s Society for the Encouragement of Contemporary Art and the certifi- 
cate of merit from the Bombay International Film Festival. Her other two 
films, Reassemblage (1982) and Naked Spaces—Living Is Round (1985), were 
shot in West Africa. Reassemblage was made in Senegal, where she taught for 


SYLVIA HILL WILLIAMS, DOCTOR OF FINE ARTS 


Sylvia Hill Williams received the B.A. degree with a major in art history from 
Oberlin College in 1957. She received the M.A. degree from New York Univer- 
sity’s Institute of Fine Arts in 1975, and she holds a Certificat de Francais Parlé 
from the Ecole Pratique de |’ Alliance Frangaise in Paris. She has been director 
of the Smithsonian Institution’s National Museum of African Art in Washing- 
ton, D.C. since 1983, guiding its move into a new building in the Smithsonian 
complex. Before that she was a curator in the department of African, Oceanic, 
and New World Culture at the Brooklyn Museum. Among the exhibitions she 
organized at the Brooklyn Museum were “African Furniture and Household 
Objects,” “Art of the Archaic Indonesians,” and “Black South Africa, Con- 
temporary Graphics,” for which she wrote the catalog. In 1976 she organized 
the reinstallation of the Brooklyn Museum’s permanent African collection. 
Williams has published several articles on African art. She has taught at the 


three years at the National Conservatory of Music in Dakar. It was exhibited at 
the New York Film Festival in 1983, has toured the country with the Asian 
American film festival, and has appeared at other festivals. Naked Spaces won 
the blue ribbon for the best experimental feature at the American International 
Film Festival and the Golden Athena award for best feature documentary at 
the Athens International film festival in 1986. It was shown during the 1987 
biennial of the Whitney Museum of American Art. Trinh has written books 
about contemporary arts (Un art sans oeuvre, 1981); African rural architecture 
(African Spaces: Designs for Living in Upper Volta, 1985; coauthor Jean-Paul 
Bourdier); and post-colonialism and feminism (Woman, Native, Other, 1989). 
She has received a Guggenheim Fellowship, a research fellowship at Cornell 
University, a Rockefeller Foundation intercultural film fellowship and an NEA 
Media Arts award.

TATYANA IVANOVNA ZASLAVSKAYA, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


“For years she has been one of the most innovative thinkers in Soviet eco- 
nomics,” wrote the New York Times about Tatyana Ivanovna Zaslavskaya. A 
Wall Street Journal article termed her “‘one of the main theoreticians behind 
Mr. Gorbachev’s policy of perestroika.”” A leading sociologist and economist 
in the Soviet Union since the 1950s, Zaslavskaya was appointed director of the 
National Center of Public Opinion Research in Moscow last year and since 
1986 has been president of the Soviet Sociological Association. She has also 
been head of the 50-member department of Social Problems at the Soviet 
Academy of Science’s economics branch in Novosibirsk and, since 1972, a 
professor at Novosibirsk University. She was named a full member of the So- 
viet Academy of Science in 1981. She received the Doctor of Economic Science 


degree from Moscow State University in 1963. Zaslavskaya has published more 
than 100 articles and a dozen books, most recently The Sociology of Economic 
Life, and is the author of the influential 1983 Novosibirsk report that antici- 
pated many of the developments of the Gorbachev era—a report originally 
considered “too ‘disruptive’ for publication,”’ according to a 1987 New York 
Times interview with Zaslavskaya. In the March 1988 issue of Soviet Life she 
wrote of the Soviet people: “Unfortunately, over many decades we have be- 
come accustomed to being passive rather than taking an active position in life. 
[But] we are witnessing the political awakening of the masses and the emer- 
gence of the kind of consciousness in the people that not only guarantees the 
success of the restructuring policy, but is a great social value in its own right.” 
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
